A GREAT CRIME. 


We have just read the confession 
f Benjamin Hunter, of Philadelphia, 
who on the 23d of January, 1878, mar 
ered 
John 
M. Armstrong, 
in 


Camden, New Jersey, just across th« 
Delaware river.opposite Philadelphia, 
'he mnrderer and his victim had 
been partners in business: in wind- 
ng np the business Armstrong owed 
Hunter about $7,000. and in order to 
ecu re thai sum. Hunter placed life 
nsarance policies amonnttng to *26,- 
XX) on Armstrong. Then be led him 
o Cimden, under pretence of help- 
ng him oo) looting a debt, from a 
m*n named Ford. Meanwhile Hun- 
ter had hired a poor, dissipated fel 
ow named Graham (previously in 
lis employ.) to accompany him to 
Jamden, in tbe evening, and to strike 
Armstrong down with a hatchet— 
which weapon of death Hunter had 
uruished his accomplice. 
This diabolical pint was caarried 


out; but as Qraham's courage partly 
in led him at the critical moment of 
attack, he only struck Armstrong 
one blow, on the back of his head, 
wbieh felled him to the ground. 
Hunter then pioked np the hatchet 
and struck bis victim three times, 
from the effects of which bo died. 


Thomas Graham, the assaosin hired 


by Hunter, through remo.se and 
promptings of bis wife, finally made 
a confession,acknowledging compho 
ity in the brutal murder, and -pointed 
out Hunter as his guilty employer 
—who bad promised to reward him 
with 8500 for killing Hauler's old 
friend and former partner in busi- 
ness 
The trial was one of unusual 


interests, and the 
chief 
witness 


againH the prisoner was Graham, 
who gave bis testimony so clearly 
and strongly that the jury could not 
avoid a verdie* of "guilty of murder, 
in the first degree." A more diubol- 
ioal crime, both in conception and 
execution, has rarely been punished. 
The world is none the worse off in 
parting with so brutal, mercenary 
and cold blooded a mous'er as Ben- 
jamin Hunter.
